Calculating Fault Currents 

Fusing vs Breakers 

Right and Wrong Circuit Protection 
Down Stream Coordination 


In this presentation Ken will explain the major 
differences between fuses and circuit breakers 
in low voltage applications. Using the funda- 
mentals of Ohm’s Law, you will learn how to 
find the peak fault currents in dead bolt 
shorts. Examples of correct fusing techniques 
as well as wrong methods will be dis- 
played. Fault current coordination protection 
schemes and basic guide lines will wrap it up.
